miles away. The quarry is near 
- Livermore, about 95 miles north 
of Chowchilla. 


Meanwhile, a search was 


launched in the San Francsco 
Bay area for "three heavily 
armed white males," authori- 
ties said. They said the three 
were in two Dodge vans, one 
.black and one white, both with 
citizens band radio antennas.

headed home from a summer 
school swimming session at the 
county

"They (the kidnapers) asked 


each of the children their 
names, ages and their parents' 
names. I conclude from that, 
and maybe you can conclude, 
that they were taken for ran- 
som," Mayor Jim Dumas told a 
news conference 
after the 


children were home. 


"The walls of the excavation 


(where the children 
were 


imprisoned)

somewhat and they became a 
little frightened," Dumas ad- 
ded. 


The mayor also said that

treated them decently and spoke 
to them nicely." He said the 
captors provided potato chips, 
soup, cereal and water for the 
children.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jus- 


tice Department investigators 
are pursuing evidence that 
Nicholas P: Callahan, the FBI's 
second-ranking official until he 
was fired Friday,.abused the 
power of his office, department 
and FBI sources say. 


Kelley's decisive action in 


firing Callahan illustrates the 
seriousness of the department 


investigation 
of 
alleged 


improprieties 
involving 
a 


number of .current and former 
FBI officials. 


Callahan, 62, has been an FBI 


man for 41 years, almost as long 
as the agency has existed. 
Kelley himself, soon 
after 


taking office three years ago, 
appointed Callahan as the as- 
sociate director.

Department and FBI sources 


said the allegations against 
Callahan involve unspecified 
abuses of power. The sources 
said the allegations do not in- 
volve financial wrongdoing, 
although the evidence against 
Callahan surfaced in a depart- 
ment probe of financial kick- 
backs in the FBI. 


The sources also said the 


Callahan matter has nothing to 
do with a separate department 
probe of allegedly illegal FBf 
burglaries. 


In an announcement Friday 


night, the FBI said Kelley 
"asked for and received" 
Callahan's resignation. 


Atty. Gen. Edward Levi "was 


aware of the action and he con- 
curred in-it, but it was Kelley's 
decision," 
said department 


spokesman Robert Havel. 


The FBI statement said 


Kelley declined to elaborate on 
the matter "because of the con- 
tinuing investigations of various 
allegations concerning former 
and present officials and per- 
sonnel of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation." 


The department probe is be- 


ing conducted by the Office of 
Professional 
Responsibility, 


which reports directly to Levi. It 
was learned that officials of the 
criminal division have been 
kept informed about the find- 
ings. 


The investigation stemmed 


from congressional testimony 
by Martin Keyser, a producer of 
electronics equipment. His tes- 
timony raised questions about 
the possibility of a kickback 
scheme involved in the FBI 
purchase 
of eavesdropping 


devices. 


Levi rejected tBe FBI's first 


internal probe of the allegations 
and ordered a second inquiry 
Kelley then appointed anew 
team of investigators to work 
with the department officials. 


The probe soon grew to en- 


compass all FBI purchasing 
practices and then expanded 
still further to include wide- 
ranging abuses of power, the 
sources said. 


They stressed that the allega- 


tions against Callahan do not 
involve personal gain. "It's not 
a financial corruption thing at 
all," said one official.

CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (AP) - 


Police hare been reading a fic- 
tional detective story which 
bears a resemblance to the 
strange tale of the 26 kidnaped 
children and their school bus 
driver. 


The story begins simply: "On 


a bright, clear winter's after- 
noon the nine children in the 
town of Clayton who traveled 
each day to the Regional School 
in Lakeview disappeared from 
the face of the earth, along with 
the bus in which they traveled 
and its driver, as completely as 
if they had been sucked up into 
outer space by some monstrous 
interplanetary 
vacuum 


cleaner."

Written 18 years ago, the 


story tilled "The Day The 
Children Vanished" bears an 
odd resemblance to the disap- 
pearance of a busload of 36 


children Thursday afternoon. 


Police in this small San 


Joaquin Valley farming town 
obtained a copy of the story 
Friday on a tip from a woman 
caller. 


The 26 children and their bus 


driver escaped unharmed from 
a rock quarry about 100 miles 
from their home town Friday. 


Written by Hugh Pentecost, 


the story first was published in 
"This Week" magazine, and 
was copyright in 1958. 


In the story, the school 


children are kidnaped as a ruse 
to lure the residents of Clayton, 
a small mining town, away from 
their businesses while a gang 
robs the local bank. 


In the story, it's the bus 


driver's-father Pat Mahoney 
who solves the mystery by 
remembering his days as a Wild 
West vaudeville trouper. As in 


the Chowchilla case, the bus 
driver is a model of reliability. 


The similarities continue: in 


both cases, the bus disappears 
on a regular run, and town 
residents fear a mass kidnap- 
ing. 


In the story, the bus is ac- 


tually a converted 
station 


wagon, last seen on a two-mile 
stretch of road bordered by a 
lake and mountain wall which 
block any turnoff. But no ones 
sees the bus at the end of its 
run. 


A quarry figures in both the

floating in a deep, water-filled 
quarry, prompting fears that 
the station wagon and the 
children are at the bottom. In

Mahoney finds the secret in his 
memories of magic shows — 
illusions of things that are not 
ttliat they seem to be. 


He turns out to be on the right 


track. The clothing in the 
quarry was a red herring. The 
kidnapers have driven (he bus 
up a ramp into a large truck and 
spirited the car and captives 
away to a barn where the 
children are well-treated. 


In the srand finale, Mahoney 


dons his cowboy suit and twin 
six-shooters and surprises the 
would-be robbers at the bank.

cued safely.

There was enough 
sex in the story to focus national 
attention on what Congressmen 
were doing with tax money. But 
it appears that this matter may 
well end, too, with the demotion 
of Hays, partial emasculation of 
the Administration Committee 
and a rechanneling of the route 
by which expense account funds 
reach Congressmen. For all the 
excitement over the Hays-Ray 
affair, this was peanuts com­ 
pared 
with 
the 
influence 
peddling that determ ines how’ 
hundreds of millions, some­ 
times billions of tax dollars are 
spent. 


There was hope for a time 
that the combination of Water­ 
gate and Hays-Ray might coerce 
Congress to pass some sort of

Now it appears that one way 
or another, both of these bills 
may be stalled permanently in 
the House.

Then comes a push to in­ 
troduce amendments which can 
emasculate disclosure bills past 
all understanding. 


It has been customary to 
describe opposition to lobbying 
disclosure bills as coming from 
big business — and only big 
business. In m atter of fact, 
Ralph Nader’s organization, 
The Public Citizen, the AFL- 
CIO, as well as the Chamber of 
Commerce and a myriad of 
lil>eral organizations, conserva­ 
tive and middle of the road, 
pro-business, anti-businesS and 
the rest, all have been in the 
forefront of the fight against 
full, 
detailed 
disclosure 
of 
where lobbying funds come 
from and where they go. 


All wave the flag, except 
where their own organization is 
concerned. And all have silent 
cooperation from a wide range 
of Congressmen. 


As one man working to push 
the law through put it: “ It’s 
hard to tell the white hats from 
the black hats. 


"Our only hope is to somehow 
get these measures on the floor 
of

where

This Patio Starts With Sand 


ByANPVLANG 


There are dozens of different 


ways lo mate masonry patios, 
terraces and walkways, involv- 
ing a multiplicity «f designs, 
materials and methods 


One of UK most attractive and 


easiest involves laying bricks in 
a bed of sand. Only when 
making the edging, curbing or 
outer rows of bricks is any wet 
mixture utilized. This mixture, 
one part of Portland cement to 
two parts of sand (or the 
prepared "sand-mix" which 
requires only the atMition of 
water), holds the outside bricks 
in place. Different effects can 
be obtained by using redwood 
or other weather-resistant wood 
for the edging. 


The curbing should be laid 


first, followed by the sand or 
dry mix installation. In ex- 


cavating to allow space for the 
bricks, add two inches to the 
depth. That is where the bed of 
sand will go. I have seen ex- 
cellent results with the use of 
sand you buy from a building 
supply dealer or lumber yard 
and equally good results with a 
mixture of five parts of sand to 
one part of Portland cement. 
This mixture is laid into place 
dry. You can make any kind of 
brick design you wish or simply 
place the bricks next to each 
other in simrfe fashion. 


As you go along, be sure each 


brick is set firmly into place 
and that the top of one brick is 
level with the top of the next. A 
long level is handy whether or 
not a slight pitch is required. 


When all the bricks are in 


place, take some more of the 
sand or dry mix and drop 
quantities of it into and along 


the joints. Use a pushbroom to 
sweep the sand around until it 
has settled into the joints. Add 
more sand and do this again 
and still again if necessary. 


When the joints are pretty 


well filled, get out the garden 
hose and sprinkle the patio or 
walkway, being sure to set the 
nozzle at a spray setting. Put 
down more sand or dry mix, get 
out the pushbroom once more 
and repeat the operation, the 
objective always being to pack 
the joints. 


Once you are satisfied that 


the sand in UK joints is fairly 
well compacted, the job is 
finished — for the time being. 
Wait until there is a heavy rain, 
then go out and see which 
joints, if any, need more sand! 
If there should be no rain for a 
couple of. weeks, drag out the 
base again and provide, your 


own rain.

This Patio Starts With Sand 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatnrs 


There are dozens of different 
ways to make masonry patios, 
terraces and walkways, involv­ 
ing a multiplicity of designs, 
materials and methods. 


One of the most attractive and 
easiest involves laying bricks in 
a bed of sand. Only when 
making the edging, curbing or 
outer rows of bricks is any wet 
mixture utilized. This mixture, 
one part of Portland cement to 
two parts of sand (or the 
prepared “ sand mix” which 
requires only the addition of 
water), holds the outside bricks 
in place. Different effects can 
be obtained by using redwood 
or other weather-resistant wood 
for the edging. 


The curbing should be laid 
first, followed by the sand or 
dry mix installation. In ex­ 


cavating to allow space for the 
bricks, add two inches to the 
depth. That is where the bed of 
sand will go. I have seen ex- 
cellent results with the use of 
sand you buy from a building 
supply dealer or lumber yard 
and equally good results with a 
mixture of five parts of sand to 
one part of Portland cement. 
This mixture is laid into place 
dry. You can make any kind of 
brick design you wish or simply 
place the bricks next to each 
other in simple fashion. 


As you go along, be sure each 
brick is set firmly into place 
and that the top of one brick is 
level with the top of the next. A 
long level is handy whether or 
not a slight pitch is required. 


When all the bricks are in 
place, take some more of the 
sand or dry mix and drop 
quantities of it into and along 


the joints. Use a pushbroom to 
sweep the sand around until it 
has settled into the joints. Add 
more sand and do this again 
and still again if necessary. 


When the joints are pretty 
well filled, get out the garden 
hose and sprinkle the patio or 
walkway, being sure to set the 
nozzle at a spray setting. Put 
down more sand or dry mix, get 
out the pushbroom once more 
and repeat the operation, the 
objective always being to pack 
the joints. 


Once you are satisfied that 
the sand in the joints is fairly 
well compacted, the job is 
finished — for the time being. 
Wait until there is a heavy rain, 
then go out and see which 
joints, if any, need more sand. 
If there should be no rain for a 
couple of weeks, drag out the 
hose again and provide your 


own rain. 


This type of patio or walkw 
doesn’t require skill as much 
it requires patience in putti 
the 
bricks 
into 
positi 
carefully.

Reporters 
said it looked like a party.

beyond ordering the children to 
the rear of the school bus before 
they were put into the vans. 


The children were taken to the 
nearby Santa Rita county jail 
facility, where photographers 
were allowed to photograph 
some of them, but none of the 
kidnap victims was allowed to 
speak with reporters. 


Some children were being in­ 
terviewed by authorities while 
others slept on desks. They were 
wearing

overalls. They were dirty but 
appeared in good spirits as they 
laughed for photographers 
After the announcement of the 
children being safe. Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. issued a 
statement saving:

The ruling by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals also affirmed 
an order barring the Indianapolis Housing Authority from build- 
ing public housing projects inside the school district boundaries, 
which are about, the same as the old Indianapolis city limits. The 


. decision issued Friday supported earlier rulings by Judge S. Hugh 


Dillin of the U.S. District Court in Indianapolis. He found that the, 
city's school board violated constitutional equal protection 
provisions by failing to extend district boundaries when the city 
and other local governments were consolidated into one coun- 
tywide body in 1968.

Income Figures Revised 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The average income of wage-earners in 
the United States this year is now expected to bo $15 less than top 
adnumstration economists thought in January But a lower infla­ 
tion rate, also predicted, would mean more could be bought for 
less. The administration's repainted picture of the U.S. economy 
will go officially to Congress later this month in compliance with 
new budget-making procedures. Top officials unveiled it Friday 
with the general summary that the economy in coming months 
will perform better than they thought seven months ago. White 
House press secretary Ron Nessen said. “ The President believes 
his economic policies are the major reasons for this 
improvement.” 


Busing Order Upheld 


CHICAGO (AP) — A federal appeals court has upheld a judge’s 
order that Indianapolis schoolchildren must be bused to the 
suburbs to achieve 15 per cent black enrollment in outlying areas 
The ruling by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals also affirmed 
an order barring the Indianapolis Housing Authority from build­ 
ing public housing projects inside the school district boundaries, 
which are about the same as the old Indianapolis city limits. The 
decision issued Friday supported earlier rulings by Judge S. Hugh 
Dillin of the U.S. District Court in Indianapolis. He found that the 
city’s school board violated constitutional equal protection 
provisions by failing to extend district boundaries when the city 
and other local governments were consolidated into one coun- 
tywide body in 1969.

DETROIT (AP) — A Detroit Recorder’s Court judge has upheld 
the constitutionality of a law being used to prosecute former 
Wayne County Asst. Medical Examiner Millard Bass on charges of 
mutilating corpses.

Attorney Carl Ziemba said the law on which the charge is based is 
too vague. Bass, 45, who resigned from the medical examiner’s 
office, is charged with mutilating 26 corpses.

employe of Michigan Standard 
Alloys, Inc., for averting a 
serious fire, after a gasoline 
pump caught fire at the plant 
on Arthur Mendel road about 
5:39 p.m.

Firemen said Curley saw 
flames and shut off electricity 
to the pump. Firemen said 
Curley then used a two-wheel, 
70-pound extinguisher vehicle 
to douse the blaze, before 
firemen arrived. Curley did not 
receive any burns, it was 
reported. 


Firemen said the blaze ap­ 
parently began after the pump 
was struck by a vehicle truck 
or auto, although none was 
report'd seen nearby.

Sues Udall 


ALEXANDRIA. Va. (A P) - 
The American Express Co. has 
filed suit in U.S. District Court 
in 
Alexandria 
to 
recover 
$124,170 it says Rep. Morris K. 
Udall, D-Ariz., owes from the 
use of a charge card issued last 
October. 


A Udall aide said the amount 
owed American Express is for 
purchases 
connected 
with 
Udall's unsuccessful campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. Most of it, he said, 
is for hotel rooms and air 
transportation. 


The suit was filed in U.S. 
District 
Court 
in 
Virginia 
because Udall lives in McLean, 
Va. It says Udall’s card was 
revoked April 26 after Udall 
failed to pay for most of the 
items 
charged 
during 
the 
previous six months. 


Fred Palmer, an attorney for 
Udall’s campaign, said Udall 
has a total of about $200,000 in 
debts and plans to pay it within 
six to eight weeks. 


Palmer said Udall is due 
about $200,000 in matching 
funds from the Federal ElecUon 
Commission on July 30 


Ronald J. Greenen, an attor­ 
ney for American Express, said 
the company has a policy of not 
opening accounts in the name of 
campaign committees. He said 
the card was in Udall's name 
only.
